The following comments are presented in response to the Office Action of 
February 15, 2000. 

Claims 21-25 have been rejected for lack of written description. This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. The rejection questions whether the present specification provides 
evidence that the present applicants were "in possession" of the invention of claims 21-25, i.e. 
material isolated from primate, murine, porcine, equine or bovine sources rather than human 
sources. Applicants respectfully submit that the present specification is more than adequate to 
satisfy the written description requirement. 

The present specification clearly discusses multiple sources for the present 
materials. The discussion at page 12 of the specification evidences the recognition by the present
